Applicants have received a copy of an Order Returning Undocketed Appeal to 
Examiner dated June 24, 2003 and which instructs the Examiner to address an apparent 
ambiguity in the PTO file as to the status of the Amendment filed on December 8, 2000 
(Paper No. 6).
